Rules Explained 
On School Bond 
Absentee Ballot

Any registered voter who ex­ 
pects to be absent from his elec­ 
tion precinct or who will be un­ 
able to vote therein by reason of 
physical disability on the day of 
election may procure a ballot 
and cast the same upon comply­ 
ing with the provisions of the 
law.

The County Counsel will fur­ 
nish the absent voter's ballot 
upon the proper written request 
from the voter, it was revealed.

Apnlication for absentee ballot 
may be obtained from the Board 
of Education, 2335 Plaza del 
Amo, Torrance. California.

The application must be re­ 
ceived by the County Registrar 
of Voters not more than 20 days 
nor less than f> day* before elec­ 
tion. Applications cannot be ac­ 
cepted if received at a later date.

Should nn absent voter return 
to his home precinct on elec­ 
tion day he shall be allowed to 
vote only after he surrenders to 
Hie Inspector of the precinct
